: A Bad Start For Hydro 


ee en a 
Catharines to handle the legal work in connec- 
tion with the purchase of the local hydro system is 
causing considerable discussion among the rate- 
payers of Grimsby. When, on a split vote, council 
decided to retain Mr. Seymour for this work, they 
did so after having rejected a motion to appoint the 
firm of McLaughlin, Johnston, Moorhead and | 
Macauley of Toronto, at a fiat fee of fifty dollars. Mr. | 
Seymour has made it clear that his fee would | 
amount to two hundred and fifty dollars at least, | 
with any incidentals which might accrue on the 
way. There is little reason to believe that his fee 
will be less than three hundred dollars, and no sur- 
prise should be forthcoming if it nears the four 
hundred dollar mark. 
‘The reasons for the appointment of Mr. Sey- 
mour are hard to find or justify. It has been said | 
that he advises the local police department, and that 
‘this advice is given without charge. ‘This fact is no | 
reason for giving Mr. Seymour carte blanche in the 
matter. The council by its action last week well de- 
monstrated the town's ability to pay for any legal 
assistance which might be necessary. Then, too, 
there is a crown attorney stationed at St. Cathar- 
ines whose duty it is to advise the police department 
im the proper discharge of its duties. 

‘The suggestion was also made that Mr. Sey- 
mour, having been asked to attend a meeting of the 
council and discuss various aspects of the hydro 

___-deal. should be retained to complete the transaction.
